“Naturally, under such conditions, it is hard to m aintain a 
constant game against her. 
l f she came to the net frequently or followed a 
regular style of attack in coming forward, it would be easier to meet her 
game than to stay back and be forced into the annoyance of iiguring what 
she was about to do. 


I asked her what system she followed in going to the net and she 
couldn’t explain.
